CAPT, F. H. WALLACE OF 
SHANGHAI. 


Capt, Frederick H. Wallace, o familiar 
[figure in “Shanghai, passed ‘uway last 
week at his. residence, 158, Edinburgh 
‘Road. The late Capt. Wallace was born, 
in Lendon 6n November, 1848, and was, 
therefore, in his 78th year. 

The ¥.-(', Daily News states that he 
served in France during the Franco- 
German War in 1870 ina medical capa- 
city and he joined.the China Merghants’ 
S. N. Co. in 1878. : 

\In 1884 Capt. Wallace‘was for about'a 
year attached to the French Navy as 
China Coast Pilot and subsequently was 
in command of the Parthia, sailing be- 
tween Hongkong and Vancouver for the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, who at that 
time had two other vessels, the Abyssinia 
and Batavia; similarly employed. These 
three vessels were old Cunarders and 
had been taken over by. tho Fairfield 
Shipbuilding Co., Glasgow, in part pay- 
ment'of new vessels for the Cunard Fleet 
| by whom ‘they were placed on the Pacific 
run in conjunction, with the C.P.R. They 
were replaced by the three Empressex— 
China, India, ‘and Japan in 1891. * 

Capt. Wallace rejoined the China 
Merchants’ service in 1800 and retired in 
“March, 1923. In 1883 he was in command 
of the CAiuuen, trading between Amoy, 
Hongkong, Siazapere and Penang, a’run 
long since abolished by the China Mer- 
chants’ Co., but he will best be remem- 
bered, ng Master of. the’ Haean, ‘which ha 
conimanded for nearly 25 years... | 

He: married. on November ‘ 8tb,. .1878,. 
Miss Emily Buyers, whose father had 
Mrs. Wallace 


predeceased her 
on July 26th, 1910, 
by a family of fivo daughters and two

A daring robbery, which had evidently 
beon™planned down to the’ smallest. de 
tail by expert criminals, waa recently 
carried out on the Patis-Belfort expiess. 


.{ The. train, which leaves Paria at 8.50 


Pm, usually carrics a good deal of 
money for, the - payment of railway | 
workers’ wages, and on. the Friday 
night, when the" robbery took . place, 
there was over 1,500,000 francs in five 
bags, ‘which were: locked in _ Separate 
chambers ‘in the “guard’s’ van.” At 
10.13, when ‘the train was approaching 
Emerninville-Pontault Station, ‘the dri- 
ver saw ahead ao red light, indicating 
another train on the line ahead, and 
at once applied his brakes. The brakes- 
man, jn accordance with the regulations, 
teft his post in the laat conch and walk- 
ed back some 300 yards down the line to 
hold up any train which might-be follow- 


‘| ing, but before he could return the” red 


light ahead vanished, and the driver, 
finding the line clear, set out again, 
leaving the brakesman behind. Accord- 
ing, to the rule,, the guard should have 
left bis van ‘and taken the brakesman's 
place when the latter. left the train, but 
he did not do go owing to his anxicty’ to, 
Keep an eye on the money jn his charge. 
The ‘robiers had prepared for this con- 
tengency, however, for’ barely bad the 
train got under way again when the 
vacuum brake connection was skilfully ‘ 
cut, bringing the train to & standstill 
for “a second time. On this occasion, the 


guard was ‘obliged -to leave his van to 
cover the rear of the train, and it was 
then’ that the robbery was committed. _ 

Three of’ the. cash: bags containing 
180,000f. were’ taken from their lockers, 
and it is presumed that the ‘thief or 
thieves, finding that the train was start- 
ing again before they had time to stenl 
the other two hags, jumped out on to, the 
line and made their way ta where their 
necomplices were waiting. When the 
‘train went on, the guard was left behind, 
and it was*not, until the'train arrived 
int Gretz that the thef was discovered. 
Investigation showed that on: the first 
‘oceasion the train and: been stopped by 
a red bicycle Jamp placed onthe line. . A 
little way beyond.,this_lamp two: detona- 
tors had. been placed so that the train 
was certain to be held up, even if tha 
lamp signal failed. Evidently the reason 
for’ this frst hold-up was to.get rid of 
the brakesman, so that thd guard would 
he ‘obliged to leave ‘bis van when next 
the express was stopped. 

‘The manner in which the Westing- 
house brake was ‘discorinected shows that 
the work was done by..an ‘experienced 
railwayman, who, moreover, possessed the, 
standard ‘type of key, for- opening the 
lockera in the guard’s van and evidently 
knew just where to look:for the bags of 
‘money. It is believed that the crime was 
carried out exactly as it had been plan- 
“ned and that the robhers stopped the 
train for the second ‘time exactly at a 
host where a motor-car was waiting for 
them. ;
